After taking a long drink of wood 
alcoho! yesterday afternoon at 4,30. 
William Douglash, aged forty, on» of

Douglash had been a reside1, of 
Edmonton for about six months, wie 
during that time had become known 
to the police as a confirm:d ineori- 


ate. During the month of Deceniber 
he was convicted three umes for 
drunkenness, and he was doing «a 
ten-day tenm for the sam2 oilenge 
when the tragedy occurred. 

The circumstances of the case are 
that at the police station yesterday 
the officials Were making ready for 
the new motor patrol, and in order 
to get enough room for the vehicle It 
Was necessary to take down the stalls 
and partitions which were used in 
connection with the stable for the 
patrol horses 

Left Man Behind, 

The man who was looking after 
the prisoners went up into the loft to 
help Constable Nixon, who was re- 
moving the braces and studding, leav- 
ing Dougiash for a few minutés 
downstairs, Near the motor ambul- 
ance there were standing three cans, 
containing gasoline, lubricating oil, 
and wood alcohol, all used in connec- 
tion with the amioulance, and as soon 
as the official's back was turned the 
prisoner seized the opportunity, went 
te the can of weet alcohol, and 
drunk a large quantity of the dead- 
ly spirits. The oa:cers knew Pothing 
of what had oc@urred until the pris- 
oner compimined of.feeling unwell, 

Dro° WritetaW was at once sum- 
Moned, prescribed something for 
him, and then left for a cominission- 
ers’ meéting, under the ‘impression 
thiat the man would soon be alright. 
Soon afterwards Douglash became 
worse.. Dr. Forin, the uearest medi- 
cal man, was immediately sent for, 
and injected strychnine and morphs 
to relieve the terrible pain, but not- 
withstanding al] that cuuld be done 
for him the unfortunate man never 
rallied,

REFERENDUM 


Government of Saskatchewan Will | 
Take a Plebiscite on Question 
of Direct Legislation.

Regina, Jan. 9.—Direct legislation 
will not go into effect in Saskatche- 
wan until the principle cf the refer- 
endum has been applied to the direct 
legislation bill itself. This was set- 
tled by the legislature today after ap- 
proving of the direct lerislation bill 
as introduced by the attorney general. 
Under the terms of a supplementary 
measure, the main bill must pe sub- 
mitted to a referendum vyoge of the 
electors in 19138, and the assent of 30 
per cent ofthe electorate will carry 
direct legislation for Saskatchewan. 

Several important resolutions were 
adopted, including one censuring the 
statements miade by Hon. Dr. Roche 
with; reference to the public domain, 
and another calling the attention of 
the governor general to what are de-

THE ALLIES WANT A 
DEFINITE PROGRAM 


Suggested That Foreign Secretary 
Grey Might Take Steps To 
Understanding.

London, Jan, 9.—Official newa re- 
ceived by the Bulgarian delegation 
deseribes the situation at Adrianopie 
as desperate. Several soldiers, who 
desired and succeeded in reaching the 
headquarters of the allies, say that 
the town is in its last gasp. Provi- 
Sions are so scarce that the military 
authorities have réquisitioned all thé 
food possessed, even by private indi- 
viduals, and are making only one dis- 
tribution, comprising a half ration 
daily. 

The conditions have been rendered 
Sraver by the number of sick, who 
overflow the hospitals, where the at- 
tendance is inadequate, Thus the 
death rate is very high. The Bul- 
Sarians have allowed medicines and 
Red Cross workers to enter under the 
escort of a Bulgarian detachment, 

Rather Die Than Surrender, 

The commander of the fortress has 
dectared that he would rather see all 
die of starvation than surrender the 
town. That is why the men are en- 
deavoring to escape. The Bulgarians 
believe in acting independently of any 


action the powers may take. The 
question of Adrianople will soon be 
solved. It is understood that Con- 


stantinople h accepted the ylews of 
Rechad Pasha, who recently asked to 
be authorized to reconvoke the con- 
ference, he being president for the 
next sitting... The difficulty now. lies 
in the determination of the allies not 
‘o participate in the conference unless 
notifi beforehand what Turkey in- 
tends to do. 

They do not wish to revive the dis- 
cussion of unacceptable terms, but de- 
sire to have ft as.a certainty that Tur- 
key is ready to cede what has been 
pronounced as the irreducible mini- 
mum of the allies—-Adrianople, after 
which will be possible to discuss 
the frontier line, which must leave 
that town in the hands of the allies, 

Want Definite Program. 


In other werds, the allies do not 
wish, to play Imto Turkey's hands by 
re-entering the conference room with- 
out a definite program, which may 
lead the definite conclusion of 
peacé this time. Before the meeting 
the Turks and allies must have un®f- 
ficially agreed to the main points of 
the territorial clauses of the treaty, so 
that official ratification of those agree- 
ments can be had at the sitting of the 
conference, 

The dinner given tonight by Paul 
Gambon, the French ambassador to 
Great Britain, at which the Turks and 
allies met for the first time on neutral 
ground, is looked upon as offering an 


excellent opportunity for the plenipo- 
tentiaries to make the first step in 
the direction of an unofficial under- 


standing. It is also suggested that 
the British foreign secretary, Sir Bd 
ward Grey, in his capacity as honor- 
ary president of the conference, might 
take the necessary initiative, thereby 
obviating the necessity of either of 
the parties appearing to make the 
tirst advances, This could be accom- 
plished only, if the allies were assured 
that Turkey was prepared to give up 
Adrianople.

Park Commission Wil] Do Chris- 
tening at Next Meeting—Meet- 
ing Held Last Night. 


Estimates for work in the city parks 
meeting 


were discussed at a lengthy 
of the parks commission last night in 
the city council chamber. The Plans, 
as outlined by. Swperintendent von 
Aueberg, showed many important im- 
provements in the east end, the pres- 
ent golf links, and the Soith side 
parks, all of which have peen publish- 
ed heretofore in the Bulletin, The to- 
tal estimated expenditure ig $218,000. 

After examining the plans in a gen- 
eral way, the members of the commis- 
sion decided to ask the council! to pass 
the estimates in a lump sum, leaving 
the detailed expenditures to be work- 
ed out by the parks board later on at 
greater length, 

©. Lionel Gibbs was elected ehair- 
man of the poard for the coming year. 
Ex-Mayor Armstrong, appointed to 
the board last. week by the city com- 
missioners, was not present last night 
Those in attendance were Mayor 
Short, Commissioners Harrison, Chal- 
mers and McLenn, C. Lionel Gibbs, H 
M. E. Evans, Dr. Tory, Ald. Tipton, 
R. B, Chadwick, Supt. von Aueberg 
and City Engineer Latornel. / 

Although the plans for civic plan- 
ning drawn by Mr. Morell were dis- 
cussed, it was decided to give them an 
exhaustive stu??? at some future date, 
in this connection Mr. von Aneberg 
recommenfded that some 2,000 copies 
of the Morell report be printed and 
sold at 50 cents apiece to clubs and 
organizations in the city that were in- 
terested in town planning. He fur- 
ther suggested that 500 reports of the 
Town Planning cortvention in Winni- 
vex be purchased and 600 copies of 
the recent convention held in Edmon- 
tor, along similar lines. The total 
cost of getting these copies would be 
$1,000. “No gecision was reached in 
regard to this proposal, 

One scheme that the parks commis- 
sion now has in mind is the prepara- 
tion of Edmonton's town planning 
scheme in the form of an artistically 
irranged text book for gtudy in the 
scheols of the city, so that the grow- 

ration may have a compre- 
hensive idea of the general principles 
of proper planning of cities and the 
particular plan along which it is pro 
posed to develop this city. Thié is an 
idea that has been put Into practice 
in several cities in the United States, 
notably Chicago, 

At the next regular meeting of the 
parks commission all the parks in the 
‘ity will receive names, At-the pres- 
ent time only one or two parks have 
any real names, most of them beings 
known iby their location, such as -he 
Kast End, West End and so on, On 
1 resolution introduced by Mayor 
Short, the members of the board will 
come prepared with shggestions as to 
names, It is the intention to name 
the parks after historical events in 
this city in the years gone by, or else 
after men and women who have play- 
ed a large part in the building up of 
the city. One suggestion already has 
been made, That is that one of the 
parks on the South side be called af- 
ter Ald, Tipton, as he was instru- 
mental in getting the parks there in 
the first place, 

When the question of placing skat- 
ing rinks and toboggan slides in some 
of the parks was brought up, the su- 
perintendent explained that he already 
nad plans for this under way, but that 
athe lack of snow, and the mild weath- 
er during December had prevented the 
work from being done

Brandon, Jan. 9.—‘That in view of 
the establishment of sample markets 
and to give reasonable assurance of 
the success of such a market, we be- 
lieve that certain conditions are re- 
quired, therefore, be it resolved, that 
facilities should be provided in the 
terminal elevators for the storage of 
Srain bought in such sample markets, 
and that purchasers of such grain 
may have a reasonable assurance that 
they will receive the identical grade 
out of the elevators which they place 
in them; provided, however, that grain 
Which may have been subjected to 
mixing shall not be sold under bor- 
rowed reputation of straight rade 
grain which has not been mixed. The 
certificate granted to sample market 
grain shall be differentiated from the 
straight grade certificate by the word 
‘sample market’ belng stamped on the 
face of it, and further to create com- 
petition, which is so necessary for the 
success of the’ sample market, free 
access must be secured to the market 
at Minneapolis.”’ 

Passed After Lively Debate, 

This is the resolution which was 
passed at the close of the afternoon 
session of the Manitoba Grain Grow- 
ers’ convention after one of the livelt- 
est debates in the association’s his- 
tory. An amendment wags offered to 
defer. the question till a time more 
favorable for the establishment of 
sample markets and till the question 
is better understood, This, however, 
was defeated. 

At the opening of the session Thom- 
as Acheson, general grain agent for 
the C, P. R., resumed his address on 
the sample market question. He stated 
that the Cc. P. k. was actively engaged 
in doubling, its tracks, extending its 
terminal fatiilties and increasing its 
rolling stock He deprecated any 
course which would result in delay in 
handling of the wheat, and explained 
how délays would inevitably result 
from the holding up of cars for twen- 
ty-four hours pending sale. 

J. L. Brown, Pilot Mound, said it 
was Clear from inspired articles in the 
jocal papers what the position of the 
Cc. PR, was. When there was a dan- 
ser of reciprocity, the C P. R. prom- 
ised the farmers sample markets and 
anything else if they would vote down 
reciprocity. Now that reciprocity was 
thought by them to be dead, they saw 
where the C, P. R. were. 

John Kennedy claimed that the pro- 
posed amendment to the bank act to 
advance farmers loans, would enable 
them to feed the markets systemati- 
eally, thus relieving all fears of con- 
gestion, 

R. J. Avison, Gilbert Plains, charac 
terized the attitude of the Cc .P. R. as 
a “dog in the manger” policy, If the 
Cc. P. R. was trying to pose as their 
friends, all he could say was “God 
protect us from-our friends.” 

In answer to a delegate, Mr. Ache- 
son said that the Winnipeg grain ex- 
hange members were in favor of 
sample markets, whereupon the dele 
zate replied, “Then we don't want 
sample markets.’
